Lf, on the 
other hand. the legisiation on 
constitutional issues is subject 
to a special procedure, then 
the question of a consolidated 
constitution and its contents 
is bound to arise 


Form of Enactment 

Neither in theory nor in 
practicen is the concept of «& 
comstitution clearly defined 
Certain questions, such ag the 
form of Government or fun- 
damental rights, are undoubt- 
ediy of a constitutional na- 
ture. Devond that. the science 
of constitutional lew has ¢s- 
tablished no strict rules. and 
various constitutions deal not 
even with elcmentary ques- 
tions. France for instance. 
the first country on the Eu- 
ropean continent to adopt a 
formal constitution. has none 
today; al] she has, are a num- 
ber of seperate laws on Le- 
gistative and Executive, on 
Parliament, on the President 
and Ministers, but not a word 
about the fundamental rights 
of the citizen. In other coun- 
tries, especially the Federal 


States of the US. «4 great 
number of questions have 
been included in the constitu- 
tion which ere eisewhere dealt 
whh im ordinary laws or or- 
dinances, 

Israel's Position 

Apert from the Vatican 
Stete, with its alpolutist- 
monarchic systern of govern- 
ment, the need for special 
provisions governing the en- 
actmenmt of constitutional law 
is generally accepted today. 

The State of Israel, how- 
ever. is in an exceptional po- 
sition because here no differ- 
ence is being made between 
legisiation on constitutional 
and ordinaty laws. The ques- 
tion, then, must arise whether 
this practice can recommend 
itself, all the more bo because 
in Isreel alone (the Vatican 
State again excepted) Parlia- 
ment is absolutely sovereign 
in the field of legisiation and 
has. so far, developed no 
safeguards against a possibie 
abuse or the equally possible 
mistakes of such absolutiem 

The second preliminary ques- 
tion confronting the A.nesset 
is, therefore. whether the pre- 
sent system of  tlegisiation 
shall be maintained, or whe- 
ther certain safeguards against 
the sheolute power of Parlia- 
ment should be introduced, as 
is the case in all other coun- 
tries. Such safeguards might 
be considered sufficient also 
for the enactment of constitu- 
tional laws: but their abdsence 
would involve grave risks with 
regard to the fundamentals of 
the State 

Lastly, it should be point- 
ed out that the present con- 
troversy between protagonis s 
and opponents of a formuiat- 
ef constitution. rests ilargely 
on the difficulty of reachin« 
agreement on certain matters 
under dispute such as the 
place of religion within the 
State. or on the “Bill of 
Rights.” 

Here again, there is 6 cer- 
tain’ comfusion, for—— as men- 
tioned above-—it is quite pos- 
sible to adopt a ‘constitution 
without tacluding disputed is- 
sues. On the other hand, the 
absence of a constitution of- 
fers ho guarantee to its op- 
ponents that those issues wil! 
not be settled by way of or-

RAMBLERS' NOTEBOOK 


King 
OUNT Zion, with its syua- 
gogues and memorials, has 

becomme a major attraction for 
pilgrims. The authenticity of 
the traditional “Tomb of Da- 
via", forming the picturesque 
shrine of the sacred precincts, 
is a topic for discussion 
among many of the visitors 
Archaeology and Biblical to- 
pegraphy are forced to deny 
the popular belief 

The location of King Da- 
vid'’s hallowed tomb hinges 
om the identification of the 
“City of David”. While the 
Middle Ages sought for the 
original Jerusalem on Mt. 
Zion. modern arc 
agree that it stood on the 
eastern hill, the “Ophel”. se- 
parated from Mt. Zion by the 
Tyropeon Valley. Consider- 
able parts of the Biblical city 
and its fortifications have 
ecme to light since 1910 under 
the fields how covering the 
Ophel Hill The “Tombs of 
the Kings.” however, have re- 
mained hidden 


this century, considered the 
S curve of the famous Shiloah 


ers, so they argued, hed de- 
viated from the straight in 


David’s Tomb 


with the Royal Tombs some 
rock-cut souterrains. he had 
Giscovered, converted by the 
Byzantines into subterranean 
store-rooms, his theory was 
hotly contested by almost all 
his colleagues 

Thus the riddle of David's 
lost tomb still remains to be 
solved. The question of how 
the medieval basement on Mt. 
Zion came to be identified 
with “David's Tomb” is casi- 
ly answered 


“Hagia Zion” 

The early Christians locat- 
ed the “House of the Mother 
of John. called Mark.” the 
meeting plece of the Aposties 
and the first Christian Church, 
on Mt. Zion. The Byzantines 


was found at Kfar Gemal in 
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the “first martyr” in the Zion 
Church remained a place of 
veneration, until the Saracens 
demolished the church on the 
arrival of the Crusaders. 

When the Crusaders rebuilt 
the church, the “Stephen 
Tradition™ was forgotten and 
a new identification had to 
be found for the empty 
crypt. Mt. Zion being then 
generally accepted as the site 
of “David's City,” it was a 
logfkal conclusion to venerate 
his tomb at that place which 
included so many other pii- 
grim sites. From the begin- 
ning of the 12th century ‘and 
never before) pilgrims re- 
ports mention the existence 
of David's Tomb.on Mt. Zion. 
This new legen§ found its 
way into Jewish lore through 
Benjamin of Tudela, the 12th 
century traveller and chronicler.
